District Warrant 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE—ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village dis- 
trict in the Town of North Hampton, organized under pro- 
vision of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote 
in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to attend the annual meeting 
of said District to be held at the residence of Edward R. 
Hale, on Locke Road in said District, on the first Tues- 
day of September next (the 3rd day of the month), at 
eight o’clock in the evening (8:00 P. M.), Daylight Sav- 
ing Time, for the following purposes: 


1. To elect. a moderator, a clerk, three commission- 
ers, a treasurer, and an auditor for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and 
other officers of said District, and to take such action | as 
may be desired in regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on district taxes as is al- 
lowed by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4. To raise such sum of money as may be needed for 
the extinguishment of fires, the lighting of streets, the 


planting and care of shade and ornamental trees, the 


supply of water for domestic and fire purposes, the con- 
struction and maintenance of sidewalks and main drains 
or common sewers, the construction, maintenance and 
care of parks or commons, the maintenance of activities 
for recreational promotion, the appointing and employ- 
ing of watchmen and police officers, the enacting and en- 
forcing of zoning regulations, and all other district ex- 
penses. 


5. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to giving the Treasurer of the District authority to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes collectible during the 
ensuing year. 


6. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1945 - 1946 


We give below a summary of our activities during 
the past year, together with our recommendations for 
- the coming year: 


I. Hydrant Service and Fire Protection: There has 
been no change in the number of our fire hydrants dur- 
ing the past year. Our two hose reels continue to be 
kept in our Fire House on the Sea Road and in Governor 
Fuller’s stable on Willow Avenue (in back of his resi- 
dence), respectively. . 


Il. Sidewalks: An exceptionally. severe ale and 
high tides last autumn caused considerable damage to 
our walks, including loss of additional sections of plank 
walk at Bass Beach (over and above those lost the pre- 
ceding year), and the washing away of the gravel walk 
in front of the Fish Houses, as well as of the concrete 
step at the Bath Houses, below the south end of the 
breakwater. All of the walk on Bass Beach has now 
been replaced, and our policy hereafter will be to have 
_ it taken down each fall and put back in the spring. The 
other items have also been replaced. We are planning 
to have rip-rap put in front of the Fish Houses to pe 
tect our walk there. 

The benches along the waterfront sidewalk were re- 
paired and painted last winter. 


Ill. Parks and Commons: This summer we assumed 
about two-thirds of the expense of maintaining the Rock 
Garden east of the Fish Houses, the other third being 
assumed by the Garden Club, which undertook to super- 
vise the work here. The results were most satisfactory. 

We have had the papers and glass along the roadsides, 
parking area, and bathing beach picked up daily. Other- 
wise the conditions here would have been intolerable. 
While the State has had the barrels along the parking 
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area emptied once a week, we have had them emptied at 
our expense on such other times as required it. 


IV. Policing: Winter watchman service was contin- 
ued last winter. 

This spring we had new signs put up as required, in- 
cluding “Winding Road” signs at either end of Willow 
Avenue. The signs at the District boundaries were re- 
painted, also the parking signs at the Bath Houses. 


V. Race Track: Your commissioners took an active 


part this spring in opposing the proposed race track for 
which options were secured in North Hampton and Rye 
within two and a half miles of our District, it being our 
belief that such a development would seriously impair 
property values here as well as our established recrea- 
tional activities. After the State Racing Commission 
denied the application for this race track, your commis- 
sioners opposed the appeal that was taken by the spon- 
sors of the track to the New Hampshire Supreme Court, 
which, in a well-considered opinion, fully upheld the 
Racing Commission’s denial of the application for a 
license. 


VI. Zoning: After the annual meeting last Septem- 
ber, Edward R. Hale was re-appointed Zoning Inspec- 
tor for the past year, and Henry E. Perry was re-ap- 
pointed to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for a term 
of five years. Following the resignation of Mr. Perry 
from the Board of Adjustment last April, your com- 
missioners appointed Robert A. Southworth for the bal- 
ance of the unexpired term. 

This spring the Zoning Board of Aiieiniene after 
hearing, authorized Robert H. Sawyer to re-open his ice 
cream stand on the Ocean Boulevard for one year, but 
revoked this authorization on re-hearing and authorized 
his stand to be re-opened by Frederick B. Belanger, Mr. 
Sawyer’s lessee, for a period of one > year. 


VII. District Taxes: The District tax rate for the 
past year was $3.00 for each thousand dollars’ valu- 
ation. This rate will produce a total of $2,727.60 in
